Transfer  Credits 

Transfer  Credit  Policy 

Students  may  transfer  credit  from  accredited  institutions  of 
higher  education  when  courses  completed  are  applicable  to  the 
student's  program  in  University  College.  The  minimum  course 
grade  acceptable  for  transfer  credit  is  C,  or  2.000  on  a  4.000 
scale. 

Transfer  Credit  Procedure 

Students  who  would  like  to  obtain  an  evaluation  of  credits  earned 
from  another  institution  should  file  a  Transfer  Credit  Petition  with 
the  Office  of  Academic  and  Student  Affairs.  Write  to  the  registrar 
of  the  institution  previously  attended  and  request  that  an  official 
transcript  (one  bearing  that  institution's  seal)  be  forwarded  to  the 
Office  of  Academic  and  Student  Affairs,  University  College,  180 
Ryder  Hall,  Northeastern  University,  360  Huntington  Avenue, 
Boston,  MA  02115. 

Upon  receipt  of  official  transcripts  and  the  Petition  for  Transfer 
Credit,  the  Office  of  Academic  and  Student  Affairs  issues  an  eval- 
uation of  all  credits  as  they  apply  to  the  student's  program  in 
University  College.  Students  should  allow  at  least  four  weeks  for 
processing  transfer  credit  petitions  from  the  point  when  all  official 
transcripts  and  the  Transfer  Credit  Petition  have  been  received.

Payment  Options 


The  Office  of  Student  Financial  Services,  located  at  139  Richards 
Hall,  offers  several  types  of  assistance  to  University  College  stu- 
dents. In  addition  to  their  regular  hours,  the  office  has  late  hours 
Monday-Thursday  from  4:30-7:00  p.m.  For  service  after  4:30, 
please  come  to  the  main  office  in  356  Richards  Hall.  A  staff  of 
financial  aid  professionals  is  waiting  for  you  to  provide  expert 
advice,  friendly  service,  and  personalized  support  for  all  your 
financial  aid-related  business. 

All  awards  are  based  on  financial  need.  Aid  granted  from  pro- 
grams sponsored  by  the  federal  or  state  government  is  dependent 
upon  the  amount  of  funding  allocated  to  Northeastern  University. 
Federal  regulations  require  that  students  who  receive  financial  aid 
funds  be  United  States  citizens  or  permanent  residents. 

Students  must  be  admitted  to  a  degree  program  in  order  to  be  eli- 
gible for  financial  aid. 


In  addition  to  financial  aid,  here  are  some  other  options  you  can 
consider  in  order  to  finance  your  education: 

Tuition  Reimbursement 

Many  companies  reimburse  the  student/employee  upon  success- 
ful completion  of  courses.  In  these  situations  the  student  is 
responsible  for  the  payment  of  the  bill  at  the  beginning  of  the 
quarter  or  may  select  to  use  the  Monthly  Payment  Option  Plan. 
Tuition  may  not  be  left  unpaid  pending  reimbursement  by  an 
employer. 

In  cases  where  payment  is  made  directly  by  the  employer  to  the 
University,  the  student  must  provide  the  Customer  Service  Center 
with  a  purchase  order  or  a  statement  from  an  officer  of  the  com- 
pany certifying  that  the  company  will  pay  the  University  directly. 
If  there  are  stipulations  associated  with  the  payment  agreement, 
such  as  a  minimum  grade  level,  then  the  student  must  either  pay 
the  University  directly  or  enroll  in  the  Monthly  Payment  Plan.

The  Lowell  Institute  School  (LIS)  at 
Northeastern  University 

The  Lowell  Institute  School  (LIS)  is  the  part-time  division  of  Northeastern  University's  School  of 
Engineering  Technology.    LIS  courses  feature  a  balanced  mix  of  theory  and  practice,  and  their 
programs  are  continually  reviewed  and  revised  to  meet  the  needs  of  today's  ever-changing, 
technology-driven  marketplace.    Some  students  take  individual  courses  to  meet  specific  career 
objectives;  others  pursue  certificates  or  degrees. 

What  Is  Engineering  Technology? 

Engineering  Technology  is  the  application  of  engineering  principles  and  modern  technology  to 
help  solve  or  prevent  technical  problems.  LIS  teaches  hands-on  technical  skills  and  scientific  and 
engineering  principles  relevant  to  the  student's  chosen  field.  Engineering  technologists  work 
closely  with  engineers  in  coordinating  people,  material,  and  machinery  to  achieve  particular 
project  goals.  They  are  often  responsible  for  design  and  development. 


University  College  Students  Who  Need  to  Enroll  in  Lowell  Institute  School 
Courses 

In  addition  to  offering  several  physics  and  mathematics  courses  that  fulfill  the  requirements  for 
certain  University  College  and  pre-med  courses,  LIS  offers  open  electives  that  may  be  of  interest 
to  UC  students. 

Please  note  that  as  of  fall  2003,  LIS  began  operating  on  a  semester  calendar  that  has  different 
credit  values,  tuition  rates,  and  start/end  dates  from  the  UC  quarters.    Students  taking  UC  and 
LIS  courses  simultaneously  will  need  to  attend  carefully  to  their  calendars. 

The  2003-2004  tuition  rate  for  LIS  courses  is  $310  per  semester  hour.   The  spring  2004  semester 
for  LIS  begins  on  January  5,  2004  and  ends  on  April  26,  2004.    The  Summer  1  2004  semester 
(first  half  of  the  summer  semester)  for  LIS  begins  on  May  3,  2004,  and  ends  on  June  22,  2004. 
The  Summer  2  2004  semester  (second  half  of  the  summer  semester)  begins  on  June  28,  2004, 
and  ends  on  August  17,  2004.  The  full  summer  2004  semester  begins  on  May  3,  2004,  and  ends 
on  August  12,  2004. 

University  College  students  who  need  to  take  a  Lowell  Institute  School  course  should  contact  the 
LIS  office  (617.373.2500)  for  a  current  schedule. 

UC  students  should  register  through  the  Lowell  Institute  School  for  any  LIS  courses.  You  should 
not  use  a  UC  registration  form  to  sign  up  for  LIS  courses.  Any  LIS  course  you  take  will  appear  on 
an  LIS  transcript  initially.  After  the  course  is  over,  you  should  file  a  transfer  credit  petition  with 
the  UC  Office  of  Academic  and  Student  Affairs  (180  Ryder  Hall)  to  make  arrangements  for  your 
LIS  coursework  to  be  transferred  to  University  College.  The  course  will  be  posted  to  your  UC  tran- 
script in  quarter  hours,  and  the  grade  will  be  computed  as  part  of  your  UC  grade  point  average.

University  College  hybrid  courses  cut  the  on-site  classroom  time  needed  for  a  course  by  50  per- 
cent or  more.  A  wide  range  of  courses  in  this  format  allows  you  to  spend  extra  time  at  home  and 
yet  still  work  toward  degree  or  certificate  requirements.  Hybrid  courses  begin  and  end  with  the 
normal  term  calendar. 

Students  in  hybrid  courses  typically  meet  the  first  two  weeks  on  campus.  They  get  to  know  the 
teacher  and  other  students.

University  College  students  enrolled  in  one  or  more  classes  on  the  Boston  campus  pay  $8.25 
per  quarter  for  the  facilities  and  services  in  the  student  center.  Other  part-time  programs 
under  a  semester  calendar  pay  a  $10  fee. 

Reduced  Rates  for  Intensive  Courses 

University  College  offers  a  selection  of  six-  and  eight-quarter-hour  intensive  courses. 
Intensives  are  identified  as  those  courses  listed  with  (Intensive)  in  the  course  title  which 
combine  two  courses  into  one  course.    Intensives  running  on  Fridays  and  Saturdays  are 
offered  at  a  special  reduced  rate  that  is  $200  less  than  the  normal  tuition.    Six-  and  eight- 
quarter-hour  intensives  running  Mondays  through  Thursdays  are  offered  at  the  special 
reduced  rate  of  $100  less  than  the  normal  tuition. 

Please  note  that  hybrid  intensive  courses  and  NUOL  online  intensive  courses  do  not  qualify  for 
tuition  reductions. 

Please  also  note  that  "special"  classes  that  meet  on  alternative  schedules  such  as  for  three  all- 
day  class  meetings  are  not  eligible  for  discounts.    These  reduced  rates  do  not  apply  to  any 
courses  that  are  already  offered  at  a  special  tuition  rate.    These  special  rates  do  not  apply  to 
summer  courses  that  meet  in  four-,  five-,  or  six-week  terms.

Refunds 

Students  who  officially  withdraw  during  an  academic  term  will 
receive  a  tuition  refund  based  on  the  policy  specified  on  this  page. 
Institutional  funds  awarded  by  Northeastern  University  will  be 
adjusted  based  on  the  actual  charges  incurred  during  the  term. 
Funds  from  federal  Title  IV  programs  will  be  returned  to  the 
government  according  to  federal  regulations.  The  federal 
government's  "return  of  funds"  policy  dictates  that  a  student's 
eligibility  for  federal  financial  aid  is  determined  by  the  number  of 
days  enrolled  in  the  term.  The  refund  will  be  calculated  from  the 
date  the  withdrawal  form  is  approved  by  the  Registrar's  Office. 

Tuition  credits  are  granted  through  the  first  five  weeks  of  a  full 
term  or  first  two  weeks  of  a  half  term  based  on  the  date  of  the 
official  withdrawal  processed  by  the  Registrar's  Office. 
Nonattendance  does  not  constitute  official  withdrawal.    Credit 
policies  vary  according  to  the  duration  of  the  course.    Typical 
tuition  adjustments  are  made  according  to  the  following  schedule:
